He  said  last  year  1,013  life  inMuranco 
agenta  and  1.26U  nrc  and  other 
forms  of  insurance  agents  had 
beep  licensed  in  the  Province,  over 
acoata  balag  •llminatod  under  the 
Inauraneo  Lieonee  Acta  during  that 
period  of  time.  Ho  urged  managers 
of  life  insurance  tirms  not  to  employ 
men  aa  airent.<i  who  did  not  uphold  the 
Standard  of  the  profession. 

^  IhuMca  Mock  IpglahMlon 
'  Thb  speaker  said  that  no  Province 
had  pgaisrt  so  mack  laauraaoa  legla- 
ktMaa  tho  laat  tkroo  years  aa  had 
BrttMh  Cotambla  leglaiaturee.  He 
pointed  out  thst  this  Province  was 
the  llret  Province  In  Canada  to  pa.«s 
the  uniform  Life  ]n!<uraiice  Act,  and 
declared  that  riritish  Columbia  w^is 
prepared  to  enforce  li  just  as  noon 
as  the  other  Provinces  were  ready.

Recommendations  that  the  ciry 
iiave  a  municipal  civil  service  by-law 
similar  in  general  outline  to  the  loKi.''- 
lailon  governing  the  F'ro^indal  civil 
service,  .ind  that  superannuatuin  of 
civic  employees  be  inauKurated,  were 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  appointed 
to  take  up  the  requests  of  the  City 
Hall  staff  for  a  superannuation  plan 
and  the  grading  of  employees  with 
maximum  and  minimum  salaries  and 
■><tated  annual  increaaes. 

The  report  came  before  ih<»  Council 
last  niKlit,  tho  rocommondations  read- 
ing  aH  follows: 

"That  Ihe  City  Solicitor  be  Instruct- 
ed fo  prepare  a  by-law  In  accordance 
with  the  general  outline  of  the  Pro- 
vincial civil  service,  which  shall  em- 
body the  principle  of  a  municipal  civil 
Korvlce  and  shall  be  applicablo  to  all 
salaried  ofTlcial.M  now  employed  or  who 
may  be  hereafter  emriloyed  by  the 
City  Council. 

"That  the  Superannuation  Act. 
chapter  «o.  of  the  Province,  be 

adopted,  particularly  as  to  Part  3, 
which  applies  to  municipal  employee.*, 
provided  that  the  staff  or  omcials 
shall  be  separated  Into  groups  by  the 
committee  in  conference  with  the 
heads  of  departmeni.i  and  that  each 
separate  Rroup  shall  be  atcepted  and 
approved  by  the  City  Council  before 
application  is  made  for  superannua- 
tion." 

The  aim  in  regard  to  a  civil  se^lce 
by-law  was  to  provide  for  a  standard 
method  of  testing  the  fitness  of  appli- 
cants for  poeitions  in  the  civic  aervice.

He  objected 
to  the  pre.sent  system  of  having  appli- 
cants canvaHs  among  the  members  of 
the  Council.

The  argument  advanced  by  Mr. 
navi<l  I.. -"Mt^K  ill  favor  of  •ome 
dciinjtc  .in  i  I  .iiiiiiuoui  p\a»  oi  e»m- 
paifn  to  convert  the  reverted  laiuls 
of  the  city  into  tangible  a»iet»  de- 
serves close  examination  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen.  The  proposal 
that  a  •yn«licatc  cf  bii.sinr-^s  men 
•hould  handle  these  lands  is  attrac- 
tive, inatunieh  at  it  afford*  hope  that 
M  economic  way  will  be  found  tn 
bring  about  a  reitoration  in  values. 
The  statement  made  that  the  city 
ittelf  can  do  all  that  the  •yndicatc 
pr-.po'^c.s  to  do  is  antwered  by  the 
fact  that  the  cily  has  not  done  io 
up  to  date.  It  could  not  and  can- 
not operate  with  the  same  facility  as 
a  syndicate  could  because  it  is  con- 
tinually under  the  handicap  of  aell- 
ing  lands  which  it  must  sell  as  re- 
verted lands,  and  which,  under  the 
title,  iuffer  in  the  eitimatJon  of  ihc^ 
b«yhit  public.  A  syndicate  would 
fell  the  land  on  the  basis  of  it»  value 
alone.  It  would  advertise  it  in  a  way 
Which  no  municipality  or 
Would  do  It  would  be  in  the  busi- 
netl  of  handling  real  estate  which 
ihc  city  only  look,  after  M  a  mere 
sideline.  All  the  encrsics  of  the 
syndicate  would  be  bent  on  makiog 
sales.  The  city  simply  vmltU  time 
«nd  waits  for  purehMera  to  come 
forward 

The  object  of  the  syndicate,  as  Mr. 
l.eeming  points  out,  to  bring 
about,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
an  equalization  of  prices  with  as- 
sessed values,  the  stoppage  of 
further  reversions  of  land  and  the 
restoration  of  the  lands  within  the 
municipality  to  ihcir  proper  position 
as  a  btsii  of  municipal  and  private 
credit  and  a  safe  investment.  There 
is  "not  a  property  owner  in  the  com- 
muaity  who  will  hot  say  amen  to 
these  proposals.  It  is  the  competitive 
prices  of  reverted  lands  under  the 
present  civic  sale  system  which  have 
led  to  declining  values  in  real  estate 
It  is  an  unfair  competition.  An 
owner  tries  to  sell  a  lot  at,  wy,  its 
astcssed  value.  He>4s  told  that  it  is 
possible  to  •s*curc  a  'reverted  lot  at 
one-half  orTven  one-third  the  price 
he  i»  asking.  He  can  make  no  sale, 
indeed  has  no  froip"^  « 
while  such  competition  persists.  There 
are  iust  two  ways  to  pot  an  end  to 
this  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  One 
is  to  withdraw  all  reverted  lots  from 
the  market.  The  other,  the  one  pro- 
posed by  the  syndicate  mentioned, 
is  to  allow  private  enterprise  to 
handle  the  sale  of  all  reverted  proper- 
ties and  handle  it  with  the  purpose  of 
bringing  about  a  rcstor.Ttion  of  land 
^alues  within  the  municipality. 

The  question  naturally  arises  as  to 
whtt  the  city  will  risk  in  web  a  pro- 
cedure. It  risks  just  a  problematical 
loss  in  the  gain  through  a  rise  m  the 
real  estate  talues  of  reverted  lands 
in  the  years  to  come.  'We  do  Hot, 
however,  think  it  is  the  business  of  a 
cily  to  gamble  in  futurities,  and,  in 
any  caie.  the  rise  in  real  estate 
\aliirs  nieiilioned  will  In-  delayed 
just  so  long  as  the    present  policy 

affecting  reverted  lends  is  pursued. 

The  present  outlook  is  that,  unless 
some  courageous  coOrse  is  pursued, 
reversions  of  land  to  the  city  will 
conliiuie.  I.a»t  ye^r,  at  a  time  when 
an  ellort  was  made  to  persuade  the 
j)roperty  owners  that  there  was  a 
noted  improvement  in  coiulilioiis 
affecting  the  reverted  land  problem, 
there  were  AM  parcels  of  land  that 
came  under  tax  sale.  These  had  an 
;i^sc>>e.l  \.\hte  of  $685, 8J0  for  Und 
and  $lJy,l40  for  improvements.  1  ho 
process  which  this  represents  has 
been  Roinv;  on  >tra<lily  for  years.  It 
is  high  time  that  it  was  arrested,  and 
if  the  municipality  will  not,  or  cannot. 

;>rrcsl  it  I'V  reduced  taxation,  It 
should  canvass  other  ways  and 
means,  and  among  these  the  pro* 
posals  put  forward  by  the  syndicate 
of  businessmen,  the  aim  of  which  ts 
to  bring  about  a  restoration  of  real 
estate  values  and  thus  make  it  worth 
while  for  property  owners  to  con- 
tinue to  pay  their  taxes. 

On  Sunday  we  printed  ,1  very 
logical  statenient  ma^df  out  on  the 
authority  of  Mr.  David  Leeniag,  an 
ex-alderman,  who  during  his  term  of 
office  made  an  exhaustive  study  cf 
the  city's  financial  affairs.  It  is  worth 
while  for  the  pr.  ;  'v  owners  to  give 
their  attention  to  the  proposals 
made.  They  a^  proposals  conceived 
in  the  spirit  of  civic,  development 
'J'hey  offer  a  possible  solution  (ur 
the  reverted  land  problem.  The  city, 
as  such*  under  the  terms  of  arraiiKe- 
nienta  proposed,  can  recoup  itself  for 
the  money  it  is  ont  of  pocket  because 
taads  have  rercrtefl,  whi-ncver  these 
lands  ate  sold.  It  has  full  protrclinn 
iMsmucli  as  it  is  tie  Monicipality 
koMs  tha  title  deeds  to  these  land* 
and  they  cannot  pass  out  of  its  bands 
until  a  sale  is  made.  The  property 
owaara.  taidiiridtMlly  and  collectively 
(as  s  muniripalit\  I  •j'tI  to  lo«c 
nothing  whatever  Uy  a  campaign  foV 
Ibc,  aalt  dt  M««rted  lands.

BOOXl  AND  ILUnmACY 

"Literature  and  Illheracy"  was  a 
subject  chosen  by  Sir  W.  H.  Hadow, 
Vice-chancellor  of  Sheffield  Univer 
sity,  in  the  course  of  his  camfMigu 

to  bring  about  a  better  ami  truer  ap- 
preciation of  the  iinglish  tongue.  11c 
was  speaking  to  a  booklovers'  club 
and  accordingly  found  a  very  sym- 
pathetic audience.  Many  people,  he 
pointed  out,  claimed  there  was  so 
little  time  for  readlnR,  but  his  cxperi 
cncc  was  that  whoever  was  fond  of 
reading  was  never  deterred  through 
lack  of  time.  Another  excuse  «ivcn 
was  that  "it  was  so  extraordinarily 
difficult  to  find  a  good  book."  Per- 
.-t.nally  he  had  tested  the  goodness  of 
about  10,()00.  What  people  seemed  to 
mean  by  a  good  book  in  the  modern 
interpretation  waj  a  new  -tory  book, 
bomething  published  last  week.  In 
fact  the  literary  horizons  of  many 
readers  were  bounded  by  the  book- 
stalls. The  popular  novelist  of  the 
present  day  seemed  to  be  the  one 
with  the  largest  output,  whereas  Jane 
\usten  wrote  but  six,  and  Fielding 
nut  so  many.  A  great  output  might 
mean,  and  very  often  did  mean,  il- 
literacy, which  was  so  prevalent. 

,\nother  kind  of  illiteracy  in  which 
the  lecturer  dealt  was  that  of  those 
uliu  jirtifci-ed  familiarity  with  all  the 
works  of  great  writers  like  Cervantes, 
Goethe,  Shakespeare  and  Tolstoy. 
Personally  he  did  not  believe  that 
there  were  a  hundred  people  in  llng- 
land  who  had  read  the  whole  cf 
these  writer^.  What  was  forgotten 
by  those  whose  tastea  lay  in  modern 
writings  was  that  it  was  impossible 
to  understand  and  appraise  the  mod 
crn  output  without  knowing  the  tra- 
dition of  the  old,  t>ecaase  literature, 
like  any  other  art,  was  continnons. 
Sir  Henry  U  doing  a  notable  work 
in  pillorying  the  present  taste  in 
literature  and  it<i  concomitant,  which 
seems  to  be  the  loose  use  of  the  Eng- 
lish language.  He  and  others  like 
him  who  have  taken  up  the  cudsels 
on  behalf  of  pure  language  and  liter- 
ature will  at  least  set  the  people 
thinking,  and  that  is  the  first  step 
towards  improvement. 


8UN8HINB  AS  CUKE 


Sir  Herbert  Barker,  a  well-known 
English  manipulative  surgeon  is  on 

a  quest  of  the  health-giving  powers 
of  sunlight.  He  has  already  tested 
the  curative  powers  of  the  sun  in 
Madeira.  There,  according  to  him 
self,  "every  day,  and  all  day  while 
the  sun  lasted  I  was  exposed  to  its 
rays,  either  on  the  foreshore  or  in 
the  water.  My  body  was  tanned  a 
deep  brown.  All  signs  of  lassitude 
were  gone.  I  could  run,  walk  and 
swim  a  mile  without  fatigue."  As  a 
result  of  the  experiments  he  has 
already  made  he  .  believes  that  if 
people  would  expose  their  bodies  to 
the  sunlight  disease  would  be  ban- 
ished. To  further  the  pursuit  of  his 
theory  he  has  now  gone  to  the  West 
Indies  for  new  tests.  Here  arc  his 
own  words  of  how  n)orc  sun,  and, 
when  the  sua  is  absent,  more  light, 
could  be  brought  into  the  lives  of 
people: 

"My  ideal  city  would  be  one  of 
very  broad  streets,  flanked  by  houses 
in  which  the  present  proportion  of 
glass  .•'prj  brick  would  be  reversed.
